The Balloon in War. 


The balloow as‘an iinplement of war was 

tésteil as to its’ vulnerability in a yery in- 
teresting’ mannerduring the recent manau- 
yres ‘of the Russidn army. In the Oust- 
Ijora camp a balloon, held by three cables, 
and with a dummy ‘for an acronaut, was 
allowed to float six hundred feet from the 
ground, Ata distance of about 3,000 metres 
four field pieces, loaded with shrapnel, open- 
ed fire upon the air ship. To the left of 
this battery, but! considerably ‘closet to the 
balloon, a post of observation was occupied 
by a fow officers who commiunicated by tele 
phone with the officer in chargé of the 
battery, Lo enable him to regulate his fire ; 
while, on the other hand, the cables were 
held by men in a sheltered position, who 
were able to alter at will the altitude of the 
balloon, and thus render the aim of the gun- 
ners more difficult. At the tenth shot the 
range was captured, and then the firing was 
done by salvos, five of which were dischiarg- 
ed before the balloon was hit. When struck 
it began to descend slowly. ‘Then a sixth 
aalyo wos fired at it, but none of the pro- 
jectiles atrnck it, In all thirty-four projec- 
tiles, without counting the shrapnel, were 
fired att, and when the balloon reached the 
ground it was found that it had been hit by 
only five of the larger shots and by twenty- 
four of the shrapr early all the perfora- 
tions of the latte in the upper por- 
tion. It was estimated that the damage 
done could be repaired in about half an 
hour and the balloon sent up again. 


Tho Fight of the Dervishes. 

The Dervishes themselves were fearless to 
a fault, but could do nothing against rifle- 
men, Again and again they rushes on cer 
tain Geath with a kind’ of fascination. 
In one instance, while a company of infantry 
were advancing, an Arab horseman rode out 
from behind a wall and charged straight 
into the men. Horse aud rider fell dead on 
the bayonets of the front rank, pierced by a 
score of bullets. His saddle, which is pre- 
served at Halfa, was pierced by seven bul- 
lets. On witnessing nes like these, one 
understands how formidable must have been 
the Arab invaders of Southern ReOre and 
Northern Africa during the early days of 
Mohammedanism, when firearms were un-

Blanketing Horses. 


A great improvement has been made of 
late years in having blankets cut to fit prop: 
erly. There is still room for another im 

rovement, in order to bave them fit more 
closely to the body and prevent them from 
becoming displaced, banging off the quarters 
and getting torn, Our experience is that a 
couple of flank straps, buekled underneath 
the belly, is a great assistance to the sur- 
cingle in keeping the blanket in its place, 
and is an effectual paevention of tearing from 
the blankets getting ander the hind feet, 
Horses that stand in the stable a great deal 
are apt to get sore on the back, from the 
constant pressure of a tightly buckled sur- 
vingle, This can be satisfactorily and effec 
tually prevented, by msing straps under the 
chest buckled in the same way as the flank 
straps. In fact we think that surcingles can 
be entirely dispensed with, if this much 
cheaper and equally satisfactory substitute 
be used, 

Care should always be excerised in having 
blankets thoroughly dry, as a damp one is 
worse than useless; and they should be 
brushed, shaken, and beaten occasionally in 
order to keep them clean, 

The object of sufficiently clothing a horse 
is not only to improve his coat, but there is 
in addition a wonderful saving of food, vigor, 
condition, and Animal heat. The chief loss 
of the heat of the body is from radiation from 
its surface, The waste can be lessened and 
controlled very largely by judicious blanket- 
ing. 

The unreasonable excuse for scanty 
bisnketing is often made, that if a horse is 


well clothed in the stable he shivers on first | free

The McKinley tariff bill has been finally 
passed by Congress, and will go into force on 
the 6th of October. The London 7'imes 
commenting on the measure predicts that 
the MeKinley bill wilt ent both ways and in 
4 manner surprising to its authors, It will 
do grave harm to America and dislocate the 
geperal industries of the world. America 
will bo the chief suffererintheend, Things 
elsowhere will adjust themselves in course of 
time to the new course of things, while 
America will be left permanently paying 
higher prices for inferior goods and wastin; 
her labor aud industrial energy in vain and 
misdirected efforts in regard to natural econ- 
omy. 

The American society for the study and 
cure of inobricty has been making in uiry 
into the nature of patent medicines adver- 
tised as antidotes for the cure of the whiskey, 
morphine and opium habits. ‘The result of 
the inquiry is the information that nineteen 
out of twenty of the nostrums sold as opium 
cures are composed in part of opium itself, 
A list of twenty opium cures is given, and a 
list of fifty whiskey cures ‘each one of 
which contains in large proportions the very 
drog, whether opium or alcohol, addiction to 
which it professes to cure, one actually con- 
taining 47.5 per cent. of pure alcohol.” 
Such mixtures it is said are more likely to 
foster and even engender alcoholic or narcot- 
ic disease than to cure it. A great number 
of dupes are imposed upon by the sensation- 
al descriptions which the advertisements give 
of the results of these habits; results which 
are bad cnongh, but which are likely to be 
aggravated by the pretended cure. Alcohol 
is also found in a Jarge nomber of the bitters 
and tonics which have strong fascinations for 
valotudinavians, and the mischief caused in 
this way is very considerable. One of the 
members of the soeiety rays that thera is no 
medicine which will take away the appetite 
for drink, which, he says, can be overcome 
only by a long seclusion from: alcohol, cou- 
pled with medical treatment.

The following letter in the Ontario of a

There is much cheip talk through various 
parts of Ontario rélative to our great and 
glorious western country and having resided 
here since November, 1880, I believe I atm in 
a hetter-position to state facta than the ex- 
cursionist who makes a flying trip to this 
country and returns to his eastern hime 
loaded with information and secks relief in 
unloading at the nearest newspaper office, 
The reports of cyclones, etc., that reach us 
through the press are simply amusing, But 
when we read such stuff as the following 
copied from the Ontario of Sept. 12th we get 
as mad as a hornet: ‘A resident of Hillside 
street has just returned from an extended 
trip to the Northwest. He speaks most dis- 
couragingly of Manitoba, and says the farm- 
ers are only waiting the opportunity to get 
back to Ontario.” 

Such rank rot as the above is enough to 
sicken one and does untold harm to people 
who contemplate coming to this country and 
are frightened out of it by such men as the 
above, who really do not have any regard for 
the truth, else their imagination got the bet- 
ter of them while they were here. We nev- 
er hear a farmer express a wish even to re- 
turn to Ontario, unless it be to bring out 
some of his poor relations and have them lo- 
cate here. Although I was born only a few 
miles back of Belleville, and the memories of 
youthful days spent there are very dear to 
me, yet I can trathfally ray, give me Mani- 
toba every time from a financial stand point, 
aud I echo the sentiment of the whole coun- 
try, tenilerfoot excepted, A man in Ontar- 
io without capital is, in exceptional cases, 
liable to find it a continual struggle, (I refer 
to farmers), while here there are more op- 
portunities and less capital required to get a 
start. I could name gcores of farmers with 
whom I am peravnally acquainted who came 
here with very little cash and in a few years 
have made homes for themselves that will

Nickel in Nevada. 


The Sudbury nickel mine owners are 
threatened with competition from a mine 
eliscovered in Nevada, which until recently 
*was supposed to be unproductive. Since the 
passage of the one million dollar appropria- 
‘tion for the purchase of rickel for naval 
ses, these facts have come out, Ex-Senator 
Waroer Miller and a number of friends are 
the owners of a nickel mine in Nevada, 
which they have stocked for five millions, or 
rather which was stocked for that amount 
‘when they secured control of it. The man 
‘who exploited the mine was the late Thomas 
M, Nichol, once secretary of Senater John 
Sherman, and for a time private secretary of 
Gen. Garfieid, At the time of his death he 
was deeply in debt and had pledged large 
quantities of his nickel mine stock as secur: 
ity. Senator Miller had loaned him money 
from time to time and had accepted the stock 
an security. After his death it wos deter- 
mined to make an examination of the prop- 
erty, which proved so satisfactory that money 
was raised to develop it, and one of the syn- 
dicates said waarorley that thoy had ore 
enough on the dump to supply the full 
amount of the nickel which the Secretary of 
the Navy will buy, and will hasten the com: 
pletion of a smelter, which they are now put- 
ting up in order to be in the market.

Nothing New Under The Sun. 


We pride oursclves on living in an age of 
discoVery and invention. It has no prede 
cessor #0 distingilishtd. Our ancestors were 
unfortuhate in beliig born too soon or depart 
ing this life too eatly, They kntw but lit 
tle and fontid ont leas, and theit tenure of 
existence Wan aitliply an extended lease of 
stupidity, stagnation, and a big crack be- 
tween them dhd ourselves. We live in a 
coruscation 4f aciences and discoveries, and 
we simply act the diide with the céntury as 
the article with a nose and a name does with 
a necktie, We are fot so far ahead of the 
old folks as we think, afl our clair to su- 
perior wisdom hia yet to be established. 
The discoveries and inventions of the nine 
teenth century have most of them been an- 
tedated in the very morning of human his- 
tory. Titiie has simply fructified the ger 
minal idea planted in the first gray matter 
encased in a human skull, Discovery is not 
a creation, but a process, and there is pi 
haps no known appliance in modern civili 
zation that had not its original inception in 
some aboriginal historic age. 

The manufacture of liquid glass was an 
art known to the ancients, and the sc’ 
of making steel produced the Damascus 
blade, with its keen and sinuous elasticity, 
centuries before the cutlers of Sheffield could 
make a respectable pair of scissors. The 
science of optics was leer in the days of 
Alexander, for that distinguished butcher 
with a royal name had a copy of the Iliad in- 
closed in a nutshell that could not have been 
written without the aid of a microscopic 
glass. Layard found in the ruins of Nine- 
veh what Sir David Brewster pronounced to 
bea ‘magnifying glass,” and a so-called 
kiog 2,000 years before the Christain era ob 
served the stars through a ‘sliding tube.” 

Twenty centuries before the birth of Watt 
a mechanic of Alexandria described machines 
whose motive power was steam, and even an- 
ticipated our modern turbine wheel by a 
machine named “ ncolpile.” When Fulton 
launched the Clermont he was simply repeat- 
ing what was done in the harbor of Barce- 
lova as far back as 1543. We have no pa- 
rental claim on electric discovery, for in the 
twelfth century tho scientific priests of Et- 
ruria drew lightving from the clouds, ante 
dating Franklin, and by means of an iron 
rod on the shores of the Adriatic sea the sig- 
nal service electrician of ancient days re- 
leased the electric spark by means of his 
spear, and the fishermen prepared for the 
coming storm. ‘The ancient Gauls used a 
reaping machine. Hobbs gave his name to 
a lock found in the tombs of Egypt. Nat- 
ural gas conveyed in bamboo tubes was uti- 
lized in China centuries ago, and one of the 
Mongolian authors writes of boxes which re 
peated the sound of voices of men long since 

ead, an approximation to the phonograph 
of Edison. 

In medical skill the oriental physicians of 
India practised vaccination long before the 
doctrine was announced hy Dr. Jenner. An-

Many farmers which I 
visited Wad 100 acres of wheat that would 
average 26 bushels per ucre. There are 
mauy persons in America who disparage the 
Canadian Northwest and its wonderful cap- 
abilities and progress, Tam credibly inform 


farm produce have recently doubled the 
price of provisions, declaring that all the 
wheat in Manitoba has been destroyed by 
frost. I have examined wheat in fields and 
elevators in many sections of Manitoba; 
much isin no way damaged, other quanti 
ties but slightly. Over the whole country I 
do not consider the damage, from hail, frost, 
growing, discoloring or any other cause will 
excved 10 per cent, the probabilities are it 
will be much less.”

Mor generations throughout the 
southern states, the traveller might see here 
ani there, heaps of cotton seed, useless and 
unsightly. Itis not so now, The Aé/anta 
Constitution tolls The Cotton-seed Romance 
as follows: 

‘Was there ever a history this side of 
Cinderella like that of the cotton-seed ? 
For seventy years despised as o nuisance, 
and burned or dumped as garbage; then dis 
covered to be the very food for which the 
soil was hungering, and reluctantly admitted 
to the rank of the ugly utilities. Shortly 
afterwards found to be nutritious food for 
beast a8 well as soil, and thereupon treated 
with something like respect. Once admit 
ted to the circle of farm husbandries, found 
to hold thirty-five gallons of pure oil to the 
ton, worth, in its crude state, fourteen dol 
lars to the ton, or forty million dollars for 
the whole crop of seed, Then a system was

Stanley and Barttclot. 


Tho diaries and letters of Major Barttelot, 
the murdered commandor of Stanley's rear 
guard, were published in London last week, 
They contain serious charges against the Af- 
rican explorer. The book was edited by the 
dead man's brother, Delis Barttelot, who, 
in the preface, snys!~—''It is not likely that 
this book would have been written or one 
word of its contents ever beon published had 
pace been even partially done, or even 

indness shown, by the leader of the ox 
dition to the officer who was left at Yam- 
buya with his expedimenta, stores and bag- 
gage.” Charges of malignity, ingratitude, 
fe bal a and desertion are then 
brought against Stanley, besides other leas 
important accusations. The issue presented 
is whether the misfortunes of the rear col- 
umn were due to the indecision of Major 

Barttelot and that of his companions, or 
whether Stanley himself was primafily re- 
sponsible, 

The Witness in referring to this says:— 
“The publication of Major *Barttelot's diary 
will not, in all probability, greatly change 
public opinion in regard to either himself or 
Mr Stanley, But that Major Barttclot’s 
friends have a good case against Mr. Stan- 
Jey in regard to the charge of his having laid 
upon his lieutenant an almost impossible 
task is certain, for the careful readers of 
Mr, Stanley's own book had already come to 
thut conclusion from the account given by 
the explorer himself of the second column as 
he left, and the work he expected it to do, 
Major Barttelot was left with twice the 
number of Joads and only half the number of 
carriers that Mr, Stanley bad taken in the 
first column, and he had, besides, all the 
sick and the most incorrigible, as well as 
the poorest men, Mr. Stanley knew almost 
certainly that Tippoo Tib would not supply 
the promised carriers, and he advised—not 
commanded—Barttelot to move on as well as 
he could, even if he had to make triple 
journeys in order to convey the goods of the 
expedition. When Mr. Stanley returned to 
the second colamo he had with him some of 
his own best carriers, some of Rmin Pasha's 
men, besides some Arabs, and yet with all 
his prestige, with all his ability, and with 
the knowledge, to encourage the men, that 
he had already taken one colamn through, 
which was enjoying the meat and milk and 
good things of a country of abundance, he 
found it difficult to move one-third of the 
number of loads which Major Barttelot was 
expected to convey. But while all thie is 
true, and shows that Mr, Stanley did not do 
his lientenant justice when he declared that 
he did not anderstand why Major Barttelot 
stayed at Yambuyu and allowed bis columa 
to go to pieces, it is equally true that the ex- 

lorer did not hide the facts, and that, in 
is judgment, the situation did not seem 
hopeless, Mr, Stanley has taken an action 
against Tippoo Tib in the consular court of 
Zauzibar for ten thousand pounds sterling, 
for having failed to keep his contract to sup- 
py. carriers and having thus caused the 
losses of the second column. Mr. Stanley 
tells all this in his book and thus enables bia 
readers iets for themselves and do jus- 
tice to Major Barttelot, if the writer does not 
do 80 in hia deductions, That Mr, Stavley 
was exacting and even tyrannical the officers 
of the firat column declare and Mr, Stanley 
himself does not conceal. But, both he and 
they declare it was necessary to the success 
of the expedition. Mr. Stanley has always 
had a reputation for unscrupulousness in 
punishing, putting to death and fighting, 
but so has every African leader of expedi- 
tions, even the heroic Gordon, who executed 
men with his own hands. ‘The only real ex 
ceptions that we can recall were Livingstone 
and Cameron, who seem to have been able 
to get along without bloodshed. That Mr. 

Stanley should have openly threatened to 
ruin Major Barttelot’s reputation as a pun: 
ishment or means of revenge is hard to he- 
lieve, and that he wanted to settle a dispute 
with an inexperienced young hot-head, as 
Mr. Jephson was when he firat went ont to 
Africa by a resort to vulgar fisticuffs seems 
very improbable. There are survivors of

Comparatively few cooks have anything | 
ltodo witlr the live birds, though 4 have | 
often wished I might give @ tew hints to 
those who have, when I have seen the care- 
leas, bungling manner in which they are too 
often dressed for market. 
| It is far casicr to select the beat when they 
| are dressed with the head and feet on; the 
eyes will be full and bright, and the} 
skin and joints of the feetaoft and yielding, 
whereas, in poor bytne the latter are 
! always dry and stiff, The skin should look 
soft and clean, showing layers of lightcolored 
flosh underneath. The odor of good birds 
| is always perfectly sweet and clean; and 
when one has been drawn and emells other- 
wise, itshould never be used. Hen turkeys 
are smaller and not of as fine flavor as the 
male birds; the latter should always be ob- 
tained for roasting. 

After every pin feather hasbeen removed, 
singe off the hair by holding over ao lighted 
paper, and then very carefully wipe the 
skin with a wet cloth; cut off the head or 
neck as near the body as possible, pushing 
the skin down before you do it, soas toleave 
enough of it to cover the place where, the 
neck was cut off. Cut offthe feet just below 
the joint ; carefully loosen and takeout the 
crop without et or emptying it; cut 
away the oil-bag atthe back of the tail;

We are now ready for roasting, and, 80 
far, this is the ordinary, time-honored way 
in which all good cooks prepare the bird ; 
but now comes the secret of my friend's suc- 
cess in always having her turkeys roasted a 
delicite brown and always juicy. Several 
long strips of old clean- white cotton cloth, 
four inches wide, are sewed together and 
rolled up ; then commencing at the neck, it 
is carefully wound round and'round the body, 
over-lapping it only enough to prevent any 
partof the skin being exposed. Sew in 
places enough to make it secure, I freely 
admit that this is rather an awkward and 
difficult operation to perform ; but once 
successfully tried, you will never again do 
otherwise, unless you belong to the favored 
class who possess a modern roaster and 
baker large enough to hold a turkey. These 
are made of sheet iron witha cover, thus 
more easily accomplishing the same results 
secured by my more sailiten and laborious 
method ; though mine has the advantage of 
being available forall. Before putting in the 
dripping pan, rub thoroughly—through the 
cloth—with soft butter, and occasionall 
baste, during roasting, with the same. 
turkey of from ten to twelve pounds weight 
will require from three to four hours’ roast- 
ing. When done, remove the cloth, strin, 
and skewers, place the fowl in your hand- 
eomest dish, and garnish with a few fried 
oysters, 

If the bird was rich in fat, you will need 
to remove some of it from the dripping pan 
before adding the flour to brown for a gravy. 
Watch the latter process carefully, lest it 
burn before you add the boiling water. 

Grbtets.—Some cooks add these to the 
pravy ; still others use them in making 
‘orce-meat ; but I prefer them cooked as a 
separate dish. Take the feet, when scalded 
and nicely cleaned, the head and neck, the 
heart, liver, gizzard, lights and immature 
eggs, and boil all together until quite ten- 
der; remove all bones and cartilage, chop 
the meat, and warm up in butter, moisten- 
ing with some of the broth in which they 
were boiled. 

Tue Forcr-Meat.—Chop about three 
cupfuls of stale bread, and put in a bowl

Letter in Baltimore Sun from Hango, a 
Finnish watering place: Well, the place 
looks like Nova Scotia or the Thousand 
Islés of Canada, ‘It consists of small green 

| islands of rocky soil, covered with pine and 
| birch trees. Villa after villa meets the eye, 
with lovely walks, flowers and gazdens run- 
ning straightdown to the sea. The average 
weather is 68 to 70 degrees. All sorts of 
nations are represented—Finns, Swedes, 
Rassians, Germans, and Frenchmingling to- 
gether—every one speaking his own tongue 
and looking rosy, strong and healthy. Ido 
not know of any more comfortable and at- 
tractive watering-place in all Lurope. 

The secret of its attraction liesin its baths. 
These consist of a large building with small 
compartments for bathers and a swimming 
basin with water from the sea, heated by 
steam, and ever fresh-running. Each vis- 
itor gets a carpeted room, withalounge to 
sleep on when done bathing. Stretched on 
the lounge, one is covered with a heavy 
Inyer of mud fromthe bottom of the sea. 
The attendant then comes to pinch, beat, 
press, and scrub the body all over for half 
an hour, until one faints or seems half dead.
